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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant aruges on pages 11-12 of the 
response that the Picco disclosure of "type" does not meet the limitation on "pointers to indicate where each of the multimedia 
segments... located". The examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. Picco discloses command and control data sent with local 
content (command and control data sent with local content reads on playlist: column 9, line 61-column 10, line 33; also see column 7, 
lines 2-61 and column 8, lines 1 1-22). Picco discloses the control data (sent with local content) indicates which type of local content to 
insert (column 8, lines 1 1 -22), which inherently has to point to where the data is stored in order to insert the proper data. 

Moreover, the applicant argues on pages 1 2-1 7 of the response that Picco does not disclose availability time since the local content is 
already received stored prior to the reception of the playlist. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. As stated above, 
Picco discloses command and control data sent with local content (command and control data sent with local content reads on playlist: 
column 9, line 61-column 10, line 33; also see column 7, lines 2-61 and column 8, lines 1 1-22). Thus, since Picco discloses a nightly 
download of data (column 9, lines 10-60) and the command and control data (playlist contains availability time) tells the set top box what 
local content to store (column 9, line 61-column 10, line 33), the command and control data (playlist indicating availability time) must be 
received just prior to the local content being stored in order to tell the set top box what content to store. 

The applicant argues on apges 16-17 of the arguments that since the independent claims are allowable, the dependent claims should be 
allowable as well. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion and has proven in the aforementioned statements that the 
independent claims are not allowable. The examiner maintains the rejection for the dependent claims. 
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
